Paris, Feb. 23!—An eye witness of 


the destruction of the Zeppelin L-277 
by French gunners on Monday near 
Rsvigny, a town nine miles northwest 
of Bar-le-Duc, thus describes the ex- 
ploit: 


"Two Zeppelins were signaled at 
ten-fifteen o'clock last night by an 
artillery officer In a listening post in 
the first line trenches of the Argonne 
The night was clear and the wind 
moderate. 
The officer could not see 
the airships but he heard the noise 
of their engines and telephoned to the 
battery base, whence the news was 
torwarced to the army crops head- 
quarters. AH batteries of the district 
were at once on the alert, and in five 
minutes searchlights were sweeping 
the heavens in all directions 
"The Zeppelins were first sighted 
by an officer commanding a battery of 
To millmeter guns. The nearest was 
then about two miles off, flying at an 
altitude of about 5,000 feet and rising 
rapidly. The 
second 
Zeppelin was 
some three miles behind the first. 
'As soon as the warning reached 
Revigny, five automobiles with search- 
lights and with special anti-aircraft 
guns manned by naval gunners, start- 
ed n pursuit. These guns throw a 
shell which is especially designed to 
explode when m contact with alum- 
inum painted covering of the Zeppe- 
lin to burst into flames once it is in- 
side. 
As the car rushes along the

road the officers in back of the car 
give the range and direct the fire of 
the gun by the crew.

The guns on the moving automo- 
biles opened fire as soon as they came 
y.'tbm range. A shell burst just be- 
mnd the Zeppelin, throwing it into 
strong relief, 
and 
immediately the 
gunners seized their opportunity. An- 
other shell passed over the target, but 
the next of these flamable type hit 
the mark squarely about seventy-five 
feot from the stern. I 


"There was a shout of triumph from 
the Frenchmen as the shell appeared 
to go through the body of the airship 
and to adhere to the right side of the 
frame work, which it set afire. 
A 
few seconds later two other shells 
went through the rear of the car. 
"No explosion was heard as the 
Zeppelin began to fall. The great mass 
now blazing more fcnd more fiercely, 
descended slowly. 
. "The cargo of bombs, which there 
is reason to believe were 
to have 
been dropped on inhabitants of Paris, 
exploded with a terrific roar as the 
Zeppelin struck the ground. 
Frag- 
ments of the car were hurled over 
2,000 feet. 


"The second Zeppelin, which had 
witnessed the disaster o£ its compan- 
ion, hurried back to the German line 
"The gun crew which fired the shot 
which proved fatal to the Zeppelin 
will receive prizes amounting to 15,000 
francs."

dividual student."

, The order was issued 
by 
Percy 


Coffin, president of the commission, 
and was the flrst step in the official 
investigation of the assertion of Mrs. 
Eaton that she had been obliged to 
contribute part of her salary for the 
relief of the sister-in-law of Mayor 
Thompson, Mrs. Margaret E. Mive- 
laz. 


iFred Lundin Accused. 
Allegations that Fred. Lundin, for- 
mer congressman, and present politi- 
cal adviser for the mayor, dominated 
the city hall, and assertions of payroll 
padding in the department of public 
welfare, were features of the scandal. 
Miss Emma K. Lundby, a stenogra- 
pher, Mrs. Eaton asserted, was crff- 
rled on the payroll without performing 
any service. Miss Lundby denied the 
charge. 
She said she was on Mrs. 
Rowe's payroll 
from 
July 1 until 
January' 5 and declared she worked 
constantly. 
Miss Julfa Keller, Mrs. Rowe's reg- 
ular junior stenographer, went to Cali- 
fornia for her health July 1, and after 
several extensions 
of leave of ab- 
sence, returned Jan. 5 and Miss Lund- 
by was taken off the payroll. 
"Two months after 
Miss 
Keller 
went away," said Mrs. Eaton, "her 
place was not filled. Soon after she 
had gone, Mrs. Rowe called me into 
her private oftlce. She said Miss Kel- 
ler's position paid eighty dollars a 
month. 


Would Split 
$80. 
" 'I propose,' said Mrs. Rowe, 'that 
we carry a dummy on the payroll 
during Miss 
Keller's 
absence and 
split the eighty dollars between us.' 
I told her that was a dangerous busi- 
ness and I would have nothing to do 
with.it. 
. . 
: 
" 'Why, it's 'done all the time in the 
city hall,' she replied. 
"Then she' asked if I .did'not"know 
some woman who would be willing to 
have her name used. 
I told her I 
knew of no one. She said, 'Haven't 
you a daughter whose name might be 
used for this purpose?' I told her my 
daughter was studying 
In 
Prague, 
Bohemia. I told her I would not go 
into any such scheme under any cir- 
cumstances. 
" 'I prefer to wear my stripes up 
and down than round my body when 
I do wear them,' I said to her." 
Mrs. Rowe denied the charges that 
the payroll had been "padded" and 
asserted she had never even spoken 
of placing dummies on the payroll. 
"There are no dummies on my pay- 
roll," said Mrs. Rowe. 'Everybody on 
my payroll has to work hard." 
Worked as Investigator. 
Mrs. Lundby said she worked as a' 
stenographer and investigator, taking 
dictation from Mrs. Rowe at her of- 
fice, typing the letters at home, and 
returning them to Mrs. Rowe for her 
signature. 
"After my talk with Mrs. Rowe I 
went over to the office of Seymour 
Stedman, my lawyer. 
I told him all 
about Mrs. Rowe's 
proposal," said 
Mrs. Eaton. 
" 'Stedman,' I said, 'Did you ever 
hear of such an insult. What does 
ahe take me for? Can you beat It?'" 
" 'Why didn't you biff her one in 
the nose,' was Mr. Stedman's com- 
ment." 


Will Be Far Reaching. 
Alderman Lynch of the city coun-

Woerve. It is said the allies lost more 
than 3,000 prisoners and great quan- 
tities of material. 


Battle Along Meuse.

23.—Fighting of great 
violence is in progress from the right 
bank of the Meuse to a point south- 
east of Horbe FoFrest, the war office 
announced today. 
North of Verdun 
there were infantry actions on a front 
of ten miles. East of Seppois 
the 
French were enabled by a counter at- 
tack to retake a great portion of their 
positions north of Beaumont. 
The war office admits the evacua- 
tion of the village of Haumont by the 
French, but declare they still hold 
the approach to the village.

In every one of these departments, 
say tuese officers, the Russian army 
was inferior. The excuse made by its 
general staff at the time that a lack 
of ammunition was ' responsible for 
the series of reverses, has been shown 
to be idle. The stores of small arms 
and artillery ammunition left behind 
by the Russians on their retreat are 
said to be greater than the quantities 
used by them during the "rolling up." 
Russians Were Brave. 
It was not lack of bravery, how- 
ever, that prevented the 
Russians 
from coming to a halt sooner. 
The 
courage of the Russian soldier has' 
never been doubted by the Austro- 
Hungarian and German officers and 
men. 
What contributed mostly to 
the debacle was the absence of capa- 
ble officers in sufficient numbers; low, 
military intellinence and an uneven 
training of the men, and the Russian 
tactical system which, based 
upon 
principles of defense, was not equal 
to the nimble-mindedness possessed 
by officers and troops trained for the 
offensive above all else. 


No figures on the numbers 
em- 
ployed by Germany and Austro-Hun- 


. gary in the offensive against Russia 
! last summer are available, but officers 
claim that generally 
the 
Russians 
outnumbered their aggressors 
from 
three and Tour to one. 
From what is learned here, the day 
is not far off when the trenches of 
the German positions in Russia will 
have a machine-gun to every ten. rifles 
and the most extensive barbed wire 
fields yet laid out, ready to meet the 
Russian offensive. 


To the Russians these things are 
not unknown, of course, as the fol- 
lowing description of a Duna sector 
which appeared recently in a Petro- 
grad paper, shows: 


"The tremendous labyrinth of Ger- 
man trenches," says tne writer 
in 
part, "grows more intricate 
as 
it 
nears our own lines. 
The German 
trenches now have a peculiar char- 
acter; they arc wide on top and nar- 
row at the bottom with walls that 
slant considerable, 'so that shell frag- 
ment striking them are deflected up- 
ward and outword. Back of this front 
runs a railroad, capable 
of 
doing 
great service. 


"The enemy is fortifying the ter- 
rain, has established concrete founda- 
tions for heavy guns, is assembling 
batteries of heavy artillery, 
builds 
underground shelters for 
his 
auto 
trucks and auto trains, and magazines 
for ammunition, foodstuffs and forage. 


I 
"The enemy's front is liberally pro- 
vided with machine-guns—for each 20 
to 25 yards two of these have been 
installed 
* * * * 
while there 
are also mechanical rifles which fire 
ten shots automatically and without 
reloading. 
Out of every part of a 
trench, '-in yards long, 485,000 projec- 
tiles may be fired in tweny-four hours, 
or 20,000 an hour. One must bear in 
mind, in addition to this, the barbed 
wire entanglements, and then try to 
obtain an estimate of what it would 
be like to break this wall of steel."

When the war with Italy broke out, 
the present Austro-Hungarian 
front, 
contrary to what has been said, was 
n°t. Prepared for the "position war" 
which has since been obtained there. 
The result of this was, that, owing 
to the rack surface of the terrain 


e i£n ha(1 to be chosen, and because 
or the Italian artillery superiority, the 
Austro-Hunearian troops had a hard 
time of it.*It was impossible to dig 
trenches and bomb proofs with the

Rock 
drills 
and 
dynamite had to be used. 
But today the Austro-Hungarians 
are declared 
to be well entrenched 
and housed along the entire 
front. 
Where water was hard to get reser- 
voirs and ducts 
were established. 
Everywhere field railroads were laid 
out—in one Isonzo sector over 125 
miles alone. Steep grades were con- 
quered by means of cable railroads, 
oummits have been made accessible 
by the building of elevators.

1, 1915, 227 bridges had 
been 
built. What has been done to make 
the troops comfortable is shown by 
the use of 800 railroad carloads of 
lumber in a single month last fall. 
Meanwhile barbed wire entangle- 
ments and other obstructions have 
been- laid out 'on an unprecedented 
scale. Land mines have been laid. 
In fact nothing tending to give the 
Austro-Hungarian troops technical su- 
periority over the Italians has been 
left undone. 


Serbs Fought Well. 
Though the Serbs fought well, they 
succumbed rapidly to the technical 
supariority of the 
centra] 
powers 
troops. At first it was artillery su- 
periority which harrassec! the Serbian 
troops and prevented them from in- 
terfering with the crossing 
of 
the 
Danube. Incident to this was the ef- 
ficiency of the Austro-Hungarian and 
German pioneer and engineer troops. 
Any one of the four pontoon bridges 
thrown across the Danube would have 
taxed the capacity of the best engi- 
neer troops. 
To.meet this task four 
times, and during a season of high 
winds and flood stage in the river, is 
looked upon as a monumental per- 
formance even in German-Austro-Hun- 
garian army circles where the "fairly 
good," and even the decidedly good, 
job, have failed to bring more than

Generally, it is accepted, how- 
ever, that there, too, the Germans en- 
oy technical .superiority in man and 
material otherwise the French, Eng- 
lish and Bulgian troops would have 
been more successful, it is argued. 
Unlike the Russians, Serbs and Ital- 
ians, the French and English have 
quickly benefited by experience, which 
highly 
developed "war 
industries" 
made possible without much loss of 
time. As a rule, the application of a 
new device or method has been quick- 
ly adopted there by the other side, so 
that the use of hand-bombs, 
bomb- 
catapults, asphyxiating gases, and 
scores of other innovations, has be- 
come general now.

Senator La Follette Believes Appoint, 


ment Will Insure Decisions Ac- 


cording to Will of People.

Madison, Wis., Feb. 23.—That deci- 
sions ol the United States supreme 
couit will be more in conformity with 
the will of the people by the appoint- 
ment to the bench of strch men as 
Louis D. Brandels, is the statement 
made by Senator La Follette in his 
magazine today. Senator La Follette 
says that Mr. Brandeis brings a twen- 
tieth century mind to the interpreta- 
tion of twentieth century problems of 
government. 
"Those who object that Mr. Braudeis 
is being reiiioved from, the broad field 
of constructive legislative work to The 
interpretation of the law, undervalue 
the far-reaching effect of the decision 
of the supreme court of the United 
States," says Senator La Follette. 
"Sooner or later every important leg- 
islative action finds its way to the 
court for final decision. It usually 
takes years of extended public discus- 
sion, followed by years of legislative 
consideration before any measure of 
great moment is written on the statute 
bookis. If the supreme court, disap- 
provin? the public policy of the act,— 
the determination of which is clearly 
the 
'perogative of congress,—by 
a. 
strained -construction of the constitu- 
tion holds the act void, as in violation 
of that instrument, years of labor and 
an enormous amount of human effort 
are sacrificed." 
Senator La Follette reviews the ac- 
tive life of Mr. Brandeis, pointing out 
his many achievements for good gov- 
ernment.

Detroit, Feb. 22.—School children of 
the city schools are healthier as a 
rule than those who attend rural 
schools, was the declaration today of 
Thomas D. Wood of New York, before 
the National Council of 
Education. 


Mr. Wood, who is professor of physi- 
cal education at Columbia university, 
urged that school authorities in coun- 
try districts devote

to

"Rural 
school 
children 
are less 


healthy and are handicapped by more 
physical defects than children of the 
city schools, including the 
slums,"

"Apparently in the 
last decade or two the health, of rural
